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Outspoken defenders of The Whittington’s A&E vow to fight...

THE battle lines have been drawn by 
determined campaigners who have vowed 
to unite to fight sweeping cuts to health 
services in Haringey. 

Concerned residents, patients’ groups, trade 
union representatives, cross-party politicians and 
even hospital staff crammed into a small room of 
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the Whittington Community 
Centre in Archway on Monday 
and thrashed out details of their 
plan of attack against proposals 
to scrap the Whittington Hos¬ 
pital’s A&E department. 

After two hours of passionate 
discussion, the Defend The 
Whittington Coalition was 
formed and a mass demonstra¬ 
tion planned for February 27 to 
show health chiefs in charge of 
shaking up north London’s 
health services just how fiercely 
people feel about protecting 
the Highgate Hill hospital. 

Representatives from all five 
boroughs covered by the North 
Central London division of the 
NHS have pledged to fight pro¬ 
posals, penned by chief execu¬ 
tive Rachel Tyndall and leaked 
to the media, setting out four 
options for a cost-cutting 
reshuffle of hospitals and ser¬ 
vices. The Whittington was 
downgraded to a “local hospi¬ 
tal” in each, meaning it would 
have no emergency department 
or specialist services - a partic¬ 
ularly alarming prospect for

people in Haringey which 
already has no major hospitals 
within its borders. Under one 
of the proposals, North Mid¬ 
dlesex University Hospital in 
Edmonton - the next nearest 
A&E for many - could also be 
downgraded to a local hospital 
without a 24-hour A&E. 

A rallying cry was issued at 
the meeting by Keith Flett, 
chairman of Haringey Trade 
Unions Council, who warned 
the battle would be protracted 
and exhausting - yet vital. 

“We need to keep going for 
as long as it possibly takes,” he 
said. “Unless we stand up now, 
they’ll run consultations and 
exercises and pay no attention 
whatsoever to anything we say. 

“Trusts have a way of operat¬ 
ing that is best summed up as 
relentless - their aim is to wear 
us down. But we must keep 
that A&E open no matter what 


we do. We have certainly got to 
be here in six months and we 
have got to be here in a year. 
We mustn’t give up.” 

Candy Udwin, chairwoman 
of Camden Keep Our NHS 
Local campaign group, also 
urged all residents in Haringey, 
Barnet, Enfield, Islington and 
Camden to get involved, warn¬ 
ing the removal of a hospital’s 
A&E department often sounds 
a “death knell” for other ser¬ 
vices. She said: “This is hap¬ 
pening across London and 
there are billions in cuts on the 
horizon. Not only do they want 
to save money, they plan to 
split our NHS into bite-sized 
chunks for privatisation. This is 
the tip of the iceberg. We need 
a demo to say we’re not going 
to let them shut this department 
and run this hospital down.” 

Though health chiefs have 
pledged not to make changes 
without consultation, this has 
not dampened fears patients’ 
lives may be at risk. Since

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Report points a finger 
at ‘poor* council STILL 
letting children down 

Council is criticised for failing to improve on its services

HARINGEY COUNCIL has been 
slammed for “unforgivable” failings in 
child protection as the authority is rated 
“poor” in a recent report - more than 
two years since the Baby Peter scandal. 

Inspectors found children and young 
people in the borough are “not yet con¬ 
sistently safeguarded”, and ranked 
Haringey worst in London, as part of 
their annual round-up of the council’s 
performance in the Audit Commission’s 
annual Comprehensive Area Assess¬ 
ment, released last week. They said 
improvements in the much-criticised 
department are hampered by problems 
recruiting permanent staff. When the 
inspection was carried out, a third of 
health visitor posts were empty and a 
third of social care staff were being 
employed temporarily from agencies. 

Though inspectors acknowledged the 
council had improved in street-cleaning, 
removing litter and in helping reduce 
crime, Haringey was still rated poor 
overall - largely because of its “inade¬ 
quate” safeguarding children score. 

Councillor Robert Gorrie, leader of 


Haringey Liberal Democrats, said: “It is 
unforgivable that Haringey Council is 
still failing the most vulnerable people 
in our borough; from children at risk to 
those in desperate housing need. The 
staff seem to be trying their best but 
Labour are failing to provide the leader¬ 
ship so sorely needed. Labour have 
clearly become part of the problem and 
not the solution. 

“Residents need a fresh start that can 
only come with a party that hasn’t been 
in charge for the last 40 years.” 

Seventeen-month-old Peter Connelly 
died in August 2007, despite being 
known to Haringey’s child protection 
department, after enduring a catalogue 
of injuries including a broken back and 
fractured ribs. Since then the department 
has undergone a complete overhaul. 

Responding to the findings, council 
leader Claire Kober insisted the “funda¬ 
mental problems” in Haringey’s child 
protection services are being addressed. 
She said: “It’s encouraging to see that in 
many important areas and services the 
council is performing well, and this has 
been recognised in this independent 
report. But we’re aware we have some 


way to go in improving child protection. 

“Major changes have already been 
made and officers and councillors are 
committed to doing all we can to make 
Haringey’s child protection the best 
there is. We know this is a serious chal¬ 
lenge but that is no reason not to aim for 
the highest possible standard.” 

Teenage pregnancies, homelessness 
and a health divide between the east and 
west of the borough were also flagged 
up as problems. But there were encour¬ 
aging signs in other fields; inspectors 
found services provided by the council 
for older and vulnerable people are per¬ 
forming well and leisure and cultural 
opportunities for local people are 
improving. The council was also praised 
for its financial management and use of 
resources, having saved around £23mil- 
lion through efficiency drives in the past 
three years. 

And feedback from residents showed 
many are happy with Haringey’s sense 
of community spirit and with services 
such as doorstep recycling, parks, 
libraries and employment support.

emerged four weeks ago, 
signatures have poured in to 
online petitions and it is hoped 
efforts to save Whittington’s A&E 
will be consolidated into one 
unified campaign. 

Pete McAskie, Parliamentary 
Candidate for Hornsey and Wood 
Green, said: “We’ve been affected 
by the cutting back of services at 
Chase Farm Hospital in Enfield, 
putting extra pressure on Barnet 
General and North Mid. This is 
very much a regional issue. The 
A&Es are groaning at the seams.” 

Mick Gilgunn, Islington Trades 
Union Council, added: “Is this 
about prime real estate in 
Highgate? Hopefully this is only a 
scenario I’m dreaming up but it’s 
one we know too well.” 

Health boss Ms Tyndall faced 
the public and MPs at another 
meeting last week, trying to reas¬ 
sure them that no changes will be 
made unless hospital and ambu¬ 
lance services can accommodate 
the plans. She told those present: 
“Our main focus is on improving 
services across this area, not 
closing hospitals or services - it is 
about enabling them to better 
focus on the things they do best.”

BRAKES have been slammed on a 
controversial proposal by Network 
Rail to build a huge train depot on 
land near Hornsey station, after the 
government refused to give it the go- 
ahead. 

The plan to build a large shed on 
land near the New River Village was 
panned when it was announced, with 
critics calling it “an unsightly 
bunker”. Network Rail said the 280- 
metre-long, 13-metre high shed was 
necessary as part of the £5.5billion 
Thameslink Programme and had cho¬ 
sen the site off Hampden Lane, along 
with another in West Sussex, due to its 
size and transport links. But the 


Secretary of State for Communities 
and Local Government, John Denham, 
last week denied Network Rail per¬ 
mission for the shed after Haringey 
Council leader Claire Kober said it 
would harm the Heartlands regenera¬ 
tion zone, destroy a conservation area 
and impact upon the quality of life of 
residents living nearby. 

It is extremely rare for such a deci¬ 
sion to be made as Network Rail owns 
the site and therefore has rights of per¬ 
mitted development. Such rulings are 
only made in the face of “compelling” 
public interest concerns. 

Now the company must apply for 
planning permission. 

Councillor Kober said: “We are very 
pleased we have been listened to. A 


development like this requires proper 
consideration by the council and the 
community and the use of permitted 
development for this purpose is not 
acceptable. This would prevent the 
local community having any say at all. 

“I’m also extremely concerned to 
ensure the long-standing regeneration 
of Haringey Heartlands is properly 
considered in any subsequent applica¬ 
tion for permission as a development 
such as this could have grave conse¬ 
quences for the whole community.” 

As part of their opposition to the 
plan, a council spokesman had said: 
“The new maintenance building, due 
to its elevated position, substantial 
length and its anticipated height 
would be visually intrusive in views

from New River Village and from 
Alexandra Palace to the west, from 
Turnpike Lane to the south, and from 
Haringey Heartlands sites. It would 
require a very good standard of 
design, and some considerable lower¬ 
ing of the overall height, to deal with 
this concern.”

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Fruit group beats 
the jam with fresh 
ways to go green 

UNHARVESTED fruit languishing on trees 
in Haringey will be collected instead of 
wasted in a project in Crouch End launched 
at the weekend. 

The Urban Harvest aims to make use of 
apples, pears, plums and other fruits which 
grow in the borough’s streets and gardens. 
Whether the trees are too big, people too 
busy or local supermarkets too convenient, 
masses of delicious fruit which could be 
turned into jams, chutneys or puddings 
instead falls to the ground and rots. 

Gemma Harris, of the Sustainable 
Haringey Food Group, hopes as many 
people as possible will get involved. She said: 
“These projects are springing up all over. 
Groups of volunteers go around and if you 
have trees with fruit which you can’t pick 
for whatever reason, they’ll come and pick it. 
We hope to encourage people to do it them¬ 
selves but we want to get the infrastructure - 
ladders and tools - to make it easier. 

“We have all this artificially ripened fruit 
in the supermarkets which is shipped in 
from halfway across the world but often 
local fruit is wasted. So much is said these 
days about people growing their own food, 
which is great, but it also makes sense to 



start with food already there waiting.” 

Volunteers gathered in Crouch End on 
Sunday to kickstart the scheme, handing out 
leaflets to shoppers. Meetings will be held on 
the second Friday of every month at the Toll 
Gate pub in Turnpike Lane to work out a 
strategy before next summer’s fruit season.

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From rags 
to riches 
for project 


Stitch In Time helps designers 


AN inspirational project which 
gives unemployed people in 
Haringey a shot at a career in 
the fashion industry is going 
from strength to strength eight 
months after it was launched. 

About 40 people who 
dropped out of the job market 
for various reasons have 
already successfully completed 
the Stitch In Time scheme since 
it started in April. Based in a 
factory in Vale Road, Finsbury 
Park, organisers hope to mould 
the fashion designers of tomor¬ 
row by giving people not just 
sewing skills but also invalu¬ 
able advice on how to run a suc¬ 
cessful business. 

Mother-of-two Linda Belfon, 
of Philip Lane, Tottenham, 
enrolled in August after spot¬ 
ting a flyer in her local Jobcen¬ 
tre. She said: “Before I came 
here I didn’t see myself doing 
something in fashion, even 
though both my parents worked 
in the rag trade. Since I was a 
toddler I’ve seen patterns lying 
about and stitched collars and 
things. But if you’d told me a 
year ago I’d work in fashion, I 
wouldn’t have believed you. 

“Now it’s my absolute pas¬ 
sion. It might sound silly but 
this has made me feel part of 
society. Now I have real self 
worth and feel I’ve been given a 
chance to shine. I proved to 
myself I can do something use¬ 
ful. I help out pattern-cutting, 
designing and sewing and 
everyone around me is so posi¬ 
tive - it’s amazing.” 

Once they have mastered the 
basics, students are found 
sought-after placements in top 
companies such as Jaeger. The 


company behind the scheme, 
Fashion Enter, also has a show¬ 
room in south London where 
people can pitch their collec¬ 
tions to companies such as 
ASOS and Topshop. 

“These are huge opportuni¬ 
ties,” explained education man¬ 
ager Emily Tullett. “We’re 
ready to boost these people’s 
confidence and they learn life 
skills as well. It’s so rewarding 
for us to see people make 


progress. Fashion is a very com¬ 
petitive industry but these sort 
of opportunities can give them a 
head start. And we help with 
related skills such as fashion 
promotion and even journalism.” 

The scheme is supported by 
Haringey Council, the Bridge 
New Deal for Communities and 
the Florentia Clothing Village 
in nearby Seven Sisters.

Operations to crack Christmas crime

IT’S good they provide 3D glasses. 
If nothing else to protect your eyes 
from the retina-scorching images in 
one of the most visually stunning 
films ever made. 

We’ve seen this plot before - Star 
Wars, The Lord Of The Rings, Apoc¬ 
alypse Now, Star Trek even Tarzan 
are some of Cameron’s touchstones 
- but nothing like what the 
writer/director has overseen in 
sheer eye candy, that raises cine¬ 
matic entertainment to a whole new 
level and is therefore one of the most 
significant films of the 21st century. 

The whole epic is shot in an 
advanced form of 3D so we are 
immersed in the human sections 
and the animated ones as if we are 
in that office, in the forest or - more 
thrillingly - in that incredible fight 
with a hundred gunships against a 
mass of screaming flying dragons. 
His creative team has also devel¬ 
oped computer generated images 
to such an extent that their anima¬ 
tions seem almost human, allowing 
us to engage, and have none of the 
creepy “dead eyes” that marred 
films like The Polar Express. 

Somewhere in the middle of all 
this is a pretty good story. Roughly 


150 years in the future the earth is 
suffering an energy crisis and has 
begun mining on a remote planet 
called Pandora inhabited by ten- 
foot high blue creatures called Na’vi. 
To counter the toxic atmosphere 
scientists have created the Avatar 
Programme allowing humans to 
remotely “drive” their Na’vi avatar 
and conduct research. 

Wheelchair-bound, former marine 
Jake Sully (Worthington) has been 
chosen to drive one such avatar and 
befriends the Na’vi and, in particular, 
one lithesome female called Neytiri 
(Saldana) who introduces Jake to her 


beautiful planet - cue another feast 
of extraordinary visuals. 

But Jake has also been chosen by 
the head of the brutal security com¬ 
pany protecting the humans to 
orchestrate less savoury means to 
persuade the Na’vi to work with the 
colonising humans in a critique of 
aggressive occupiers everywhere. 

It runs for 161 minutes but every 
one of those is utterly engrossing as 
Cameron has created a dream of 
mind-blowing pictures to propel film 
at the speed of light into the next 
decade.

reviews Cinderella at 
Jacksons Lane 


THERE can’t be many productions 
at this time of year in which the sing- 
along is to Prince’s Purple Rain and 
the heroine finds herself in a per¬ 
forming arts school surrounded by 
magicians and acrobats. 

But Jacksons Lane is not - thank 
the Lord - your traditional, middle 
of the road arts centre. 

Since it switched to specialising in 
circus and physical theatre, a breath 
of fresh air has swept through the 
previously prosaic venue - result¬ 
ing far more tricks and turns than 
“It’s behind you” or men in drag. 

Occasionally there’s too much 
reliance on a talking heads video 
projection, but for inventive spec¬ 
tacle it can only be praised. 

The former comes courtesy of 
Adrian Berry, who has written and 
directed an imaginative spin on the 
Cinders tale in which Ella ends up 
at a horrible talent school presided 
over by the headmaster from hell, 
Dr Kane (Gordon Warnecke). 


There she meets Candy and 
Colin (aka the Ugly Sisters) who 
perform a variety of splendid acro¬ 
batics and Victor (aka Prince 
Charming), a dab hand at illusions. 

These three are responsible for 
the spectacle element and it’s an 
inspired move to have them played 
by professional acrobats, while 
expert magician Christian Lee has 


a wonderful way with the kids. Lee 
is also half of one of the most 
endearing double acts of the fes¬ 
tive season, partnering the lovely 
Stacha Hicks as Cinderella.
